Mrs. Thomas C. Hunger, wife of 
Thomas C. Honger, general chairman 
of engineers of the C. & O. railroad, 
passed away at her home, 28th and 
Winchester at 5)15 p. m. Monday, 
August 4. In her death eustern Ken- 
tucky loses a woman well known, un- 
iversal ly admired and beloved 

Hhe wus Mary Abigail Hullivun, 
daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Christian 
M. Hullivun, and was born In Charles- 
ton. W. Va.. May 28. 1861. When a 
very young child her purenU took hei 
to Louisa, Ky., where she spent her 
girlhood and grew to be the gnu-Ion,,, 
heuutlful young woman so happily 
nmembered by all who knew her In 
early years. Her father, who died when 
she was but three years of age. wns u 
prominent minister of the M. E. Jhuroh 
South, whose fluid of work voveied 
parts of Kentucky, and extended thru 
West Virginia aa far as 'he White 
Sulphur Hprlngs. He wns a man of 
deep learning, and far reaching In- 
tluvnce. His wife, a charming and 
brilliant woman lung survived him, 
passing away at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Honger In this city March 3b, 
1»U», having spent the Inst sixteen 
years of her life with this beloved 
son and daughter.

FINDS FOSSILS OF SEA 

MONSTERS IN FLOYD 

COUNTY SHALE FIELD8 



Frankfsrt. Ky., Aug. 6.— The Ken- 
drick shale on headwaters of Cow 
creek. Floyd-co„ recently Investigated 
and reported on by Wlllard R. Jillson 
State Geologist, brings to light re- 
mains of some hitherto unknown pio- 
neers of the Kentucky mountains, sea- 
faring beings, who traveled through 
many vicissitudes from the Gulf of 
Mexico, the upper reaches of which at 
that time extended to somewhere in the 
vicinity of Paducah. 

They underwent as many hurdships 
in the prehistoric mud of Eastern Ken 
tucky, in hardened deposits of which 
their fossilized remains have been pre- 
served, as did the human pioneers of 
Kentucky in the mountain wilderness, 
which in the giant upheaval of an an- 
cient day lifted these strange geolog- 
ical specimens from the ocean's level. 

Such peculiar family names, und all 
rare to geologists, are found among 
those resting In the Kendrick shale, as 
Splritlr RockymontanuB, Pleurotoma 
rla and Modloloa Subellptlca. They are 
Invertebrates. "The wonder that there 
is found any marine Invertebrate life 
at all in this semi- isolated pocket is 
further Increased by a realization of 
the fact that these hardy pioneering 
fauna were continually subject to and 
repeatedly suffered from total extinc- 
tion when only partially established in 
their new environment. 

Marine fossils are seldom found In 
the coal measures and this peculiar 
shale of limited area will be further 
Investigated with reference to Its re- 
lation to the coal fields of Kentucky. 
The fossils are new and unmatched In- 
side or out ot Kentucky.

To a servant Mr. Smith bequeathed 
bis doge with an allowance of $1.25 
a week for the keep of each of them 
and an annuity of $350. 



Six of Family Killed. 
Grass Valley, Cel.— Two sons, two 
sons-in-law, two brothers and five 
nephews was the contribution of B. 
Ross, a farmer living near Grass Val- 
ley, to the allied fighting forces In the 
world war. In addition, another son 
was In San Francisco for the purpose 
of enlisting at the time the armistice 
was signed. One brother and five 
nephews, serving with the Canadlnns, 
lost their lives In the first gas attack 
of the Germans in Flanders. Mr. and 
Mrs. Ross were once notified their son, 
Edward, was seriously wounded. He 
recovered and Is now with the army of 
occupation In Germany. 



O you know that there are 
8,700 Home Service Sections 
now operating under the Red 
Cross organisation in the 
United States. Of these, 2.9O0 are In 
places having a population under 
8.000. 

With these facta In mind, the Bu 
reeu of Rural Organisation has been 
created tn the Rod Cross Department 
of Civilian Relief, and Prof. K. L. 
Morgan, of the faculty of the Maasa 
chuaetts College of Agriculture, has 
been appointed director. In the fu 
tura every Red Cross worker is to be 
Informed as to where the community 
can get help In other than Red Cross 
work, and will consider it part of his 
duty to connect the community with 
those sources of help. 

'There are numerous problems," 
says Professor Morgan, "which can 
be met only on the basis of a county. 
There are a number of counties In 
which this sort of work has been done 
and the following has been the gen- 
eral procedure: 

"1. A get-together of the county-wide 
agenclea for exchange of plans and 
projects and for mutual Information 
about the work of each. 

"X A study of the county concern- 
ing the outstanding needs of the coun- 
ty as a whole and certain towns tn 
particular. 

"8. A conference of the 
called by these various agencies. 

"4. The presentation by various 
agencies of their program of work for 
the coming year. 

"6. Some sort of medium through 
which the -county-wide agencies may 
come together frequently to keep In 
touch with each other. 

"The Red Cross does not assume 
that It Is a correlative agency with a 
purpose of assembling other bodies. 

"It is the plan of the workers to de- 
velop rural organizations In the var- 
ious Red Cross divisions as rapidly as 
Is feasible so that the development 
of the rural community, the heart and 
soul of country life, may be brought 
about"

IN HOME SERVICE WORK 
DURING THE PA8T MONTH 
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HILE the new work of the 
Red Cross Home Service 
sections Is being launched 
throughout Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky, the aftermath of war 
cases Is not being neglected.

lawlessness in any degree, whether II

shevism or any other form of anarch/ 
or whether It takes the more Insidious- 
pliuse of aecret propaganda based on 
auy kind of adulterated Americanism. 

Judge Henry I <<■ Huveo Hoormun, of 
llardinsburg, State Commander, and 
At tills Cox, Jr, Organisation Chalr- 
, declare thai they reflect the 
views of the returned veterans when 
they a*a«rt ihut the now American 
i •■. ii I, is staudlug tlnnly ou the' plat- 
form that pro-Ueriuanlsiu and Its kin- 
dred are as odlou* today as ever. 

"The Legion," states Comuiaoder 
Moorman, "Is merely die continuance.
